Young told the com m ittee th a t 
of 32 witnesses appearing in behalf 
of the W agner bill, 16 were* labor 
union officials; ten were governm ent 
officials “ranging from a cabinet 
m em ber and a U. S. senator down 
to m em bers of the NRA re g io n a l 
board,” and six were college profes­ 
sors.

GEN. ATTERBURY SEES RECOVERY 


W 


ITH his finger on the pulse of recovery, General Atterbury, 
head of the Pennsylvania Railroad Co. notes a decided 


strengthening of its beats. ' The railroads are doing better. 


The Pennsylvania is showing an actual surplus of $4,600,- 


000 for dividends at the end of the first quarter of 1934, as 
compared to a deficit of $660,000 for the same period of 1933. 
Car loadings are increasing. The general is optimistic.^ He is 
looking for a continued upward swing during ;this second quar- 
ter. But he warns that a too rapid .rise in pricei for the remain- 
ing six months of the year would retard progress. 


To^what extent NRA has been responsible for the more 


cheerful business conditions is a question. While not antagon- 
istic to it, Mr. Atterbury believes that its activities can be, in- 
deed are, pushed too far. It is capable of being made an instru- 
ment of value for restoration. Nevertheless, "depressions and 
recovery are like the tide. You can't do much to help them and 
you can't do much to stop them." 


It is a fact that some other countries, notably England, 


France, Switzerland and Canada, have gone as far if not farther 
than we have, and they have had no NRA undertaking to control 
the situation. Natural forces are working. 


To what extent NRA and the other alphabetical bureaus 


have been effective is something that each individual must figure 
out for himself. 
. 


But many are of the opinion cautions the Philadelphia In- 


quirer, that the time has come for more conservatism in Wash- 
ington; that great care should be.taken to throw no obstacle in 
the way of recovery by unwi:^ legislation. 
Among these ob- 


stacles General Atterbury mentions the Securities bill in its 
present form and the Wagner Labor bill. 


On the whole General Atterbury's outlook is encouraging. 


Probably most everyone will agree with' him that all should be 
well unless vital mistakes are made. 


PENNSYLVANIA 189?—1933 


The Pennsylvania State '•Chamber of Commerce has issued :a 


pamphlet containing resolutions, addresses and charts, all very informa- 
tive, especially the charts. One of these charts shows the trend In pop- 
ulation, taxes and production in Pennsylvania, from 1899 to 1933, In- 
clusive. 


In value added by manufacture, it is shown there was an increase 


-from 700 to 3,000 millions up to 1919, then a recession, a progression and 
from 1923 to 1929, things were on an even keel except a rise to the peat 
:of 3500 minions in 1928. The ratio headed downward rapidly, at that time. 


The value of our mineral products, shows a more rapid "rise but 


,» see-sawing downwards since 1920. 


Values of agricultural crops increased steadily until 1919 and with 


.the exception of 1921 to 1925, have been dropping steadily, reaching low 
point In 1932, when they were about one-half the value they had in 1899. 


. Now they are about where the rise started in the year 1889. 


Population has shown a slight increase over all this period but It is 


:«t»te taxes that make the most startling showing. Starting with 14 mil- 
' Eons in 1899, they have soared to 160 millions in 1931, and are almost 
»t trie same figure now, 150 millions, to be exact. This is an increase, 
as Trill be seen, of 1000 per cent, or ten times the state tax of 1899. 


A number of Pennsylvania's major Industries ate showing decreases 


over a period of years not including the depression" years solely. State 
taxes come largely from industry. Last year industries based on metal 
products paid almost 30 per cent, textiles 20 per cent, food products 15, 
chemicals 11, and paper and printing nearly 10 per cent. 


A graph of other taxes paid by individuals would also show an 


enormous increase, the tax burden is becoming more and more serious. 
More efficient government would help but more reasonable demands for 
governmental luxuries.on the part of the people would be the principal 
remedy—and the hardest one to apply. 


MUCH CAMPAIGN MATERIAL 


As the congressional campaign of 1934 progresses we shall hear 


more and more discussion ol the administration's recovery measures and 
the results which have attended them. 


Some of the questions to be asked, whether answered or not, are 


these: 


What has actually been accomplished in the direction of increas- 


ing employment, except through the expenditure of government funds', 


Have the added restrictions and regulations placed upon business 


and industry tended to promote employment, or have they retarded re- 
covery through makes capital too timid to seek investment? 


What has been the general effect of the 1TO.A upon labor? Em- 


ployers? Farmers? Small business men? Consumers? 


Whether these and dozens of other questions bearing upon admin- 


istration policies can be. answered in a manner satisfactory to a major- 
ity of the voters is a matter of deep concern 'to leaders' of both political 
parties. 


The Democrats will contend that the New Deal has been a great 


success, while the Republicans will question many of its features in vig- 
orous terms. 


Whatever the res-alt, the campaign will not lack material for spir- 


ited controversy. 


BACKING ITS THREAT 


Germany is going ahead with its military plans apparently on the 


comfortable assumption that nothing will be done by the powers to check 
her and that no disarmament agreement that would cause a. change !u 
plans is in prospect. 


This is revealed in the second budget of the. Hitler government. 


The figures are for the fiscal year 1934-1935 as published in the Official 
Gazette. 


Income and expenditures are balanced at 6,458,281,000 marks, which 


is about 600,000,000 more than that of the first Hitler budget. 


Of course of more interest to the outside world are the estimates 


for military expenditures. For the army and navy, the total is 894,143,850, 
•5 against 671,114,150 for 1933. The air ministry would get 210,187,650, 
where last year it received 78,348,450. A new item, 250,000,000 marks, 
appears for the support of storm troops and the labor service army. 


The new budget is evidence that the Hitler government is deter- 


mined to carry out its threat to rearm unless the other powers disann to 
the German level. It seems to indicate, likewise, a bel'ef that the lat- 
ter development is unlikely.

ITH his finger on the pulse of recovery, General Atterbury, 


head of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Co. 
notes a decided 
strengthening of its beats. 
The railroads are doing better. 
The Pennsylvania is showing an actual surplus of $ 4,600,- 
000 for dividends at the end of the first quarter of 1934, as 
compared to a deficit of $ 6 6 0 ,0 0 0 for the same period of 1933. 
Car loadings are increasing. 
The general is optimistic. 
He is 
looking for a continued upward swing during this second quar­ 
ter. 
But he warns thaf a too rapid rise in prices for the remain­ 
ing six months of the year would retard progress. 
To what extent NRA has been responsible for the more 
cheerful business conditions is a question. While not antagon­ 
istic to it, Mr. Atterbury believes that its activities can be, in­ 
deed are, pushed too far. 
It is capable of being made an instru­ 
ment of value for restoration. 
Nevertheless, “depressions and 
recovery are like the tide. 
You can’t do much to help them and 
you can’t do much to stop them .” 
It is a fact that some other countries, notably England, 
France, Switzerland and Canada, have gone as far if not farther 
than we have, and they have had no NRA undertaking to control 
the situation. 
Natural forces are working. 
To what extent NRA and the other alphabetical bureaus 
have been effective is something that each individual must figure 
out for himself.

PENNSYLVANIA 1899— 1933 
The Pennsylvania State Chamber of Commerce has issued a 
pamphlet containing resolutions, addresses and charts, all very informa­ 
tive, especially the charts. One of these charts shows the trend in pop­ 
ulation, taxes and production in Pennsylvania from 1899 to 1933, in­ 
clusive. 
In value added by manufacture, it is shown there was an increase 
from 700 to 3,000 millions up to 1919, then a recession, a progression and 
from 1923 to 1929, things were on an even keel except a rise to the peak 
of 3500 millions in 1929. The ratio headed downward rapidly at that time. 
The value of our mineral products shows a more rapid rise but 
* see-sawing downwards since 1920. 
Values of agricultural crops increased steadily until 1919 and with 
the exception of 1921 to 1925, have been dropping steadily, reaching low 
point in 1932, when they were about one-half the value they had in 1899. 
Now they are about where the rise started in the year 1899. 
Population has shown a slight increase over all this period but it is 
state taxes that make the most startling showing. Starting with 14 mil­ 
lions in 1899, they have soared to 160 millions in 1931, and are almost 
a t the same figure now, 150 millions, to be exact. This is an increase, 
as will be seen, of 1000 per cent, or ten times the state tax of 1899. 
A number of Pennsylvania’s major industries are showing decreases 
over a period of years not including the depression years solely. 
State 
taxes come largely from industry. Last year industries based on metal 
products paid almost 30 per cent, textiles 20 per cent, food products 15, 
chemicals 11, and paper and printing nearly 10 per cent. 
A graph of other taxes paid by individuals would also show an 
enormous increase, the tax burden is becoming more and more serious. 
More efficient government would help but nore reasonable demands for 
governmental luxuries on the part of the people would be the principal 
remedy—and the hardest one to apply.

Will Be Accompanied By 


Wife On Flight Into 


Heavens 


(International News Service) 


WILMINGTON, Del., April 5.— 


Accompanied by his dauntless wife, 
Dr. Jean F. Piccard will go sailing 
Into the strastosphere from some- 
where in or near Detroit this sum- 
mqr. the famed Belgian balloonist 
revealed today. 


The Detroit region was selected 


for the takeoff, Dr. Piccard said, 
because of atmospheric 
conditions 


and because it is located far enough 
inland to avoid the danger of a 
landing at sea, should the strato- 
sphere balloon drift many miles 
from its base. 


Besides the collection of scientific 
data, the flight will be made for 
the purpose of attempting to shat- 
ter the strastosphere altitude record 
now claimed by Soviet balloonlsts, 
according to Dr. Piccard.

the morning and. must. be extin- 
guished by 7 o'clock in the evening 
of.'the same day- .When.the said fire 
is less than 100 feet distant from 
any building' or structure the adult 
person shall <be provided with gar- 
den' or. other hose attached to a 
hydrant' or "spigot, otherwise have 
sufficient-pails of water nearby to 
protect adjacent property from fire. 
Provision is also made to prevent the 
fire from being lawfully1 started 
when the wjnd is Wowing with such 
velocity as to carry flre to any build- 
ing or structure.

The case is one 
growing out of a writ of replevin. 
Plantiffs alleged that they were the 
owners of a truck on which a spe- 
cial body with a tarpaulin had been 
placed. After using it for some time 
they decided to change the body and 
took it to the -McCoy Motor com- 
pany, where a trailer was substitut- 
ed, and the special body left with 
the McCoy company to be re-install- 
ed later. Defendant, who was the 
landlord of McCoy, issued a land- 
lord's warrant, and made a levy on 
McCoy's property, including the spe- 
cial truck body. Defendant bought 
in the property at a sale. Plaintiff 
claimed the truck body, but Frasso 
reiussd to give it up. Pitzers issued 
a writ of replevin to which Frasso 
filed an affidavit of defense claim- 
ing the truck body on two grounds, 
one that he had bought it in at the 
sale, and the other that there was a 
lien for, storage. The jury returned 
a verdict in favor of Pitzer Bros, for 
$175, less $10 for 
rent- for 
two 


months. This verdict was revamped 
by the court to read $165, which Is 
the amount for which judgment is 
directed to be entered. 


In the equity case brought by the 


Shenango Motor company and the 
Max Ludwig company against Mayor 
Charles B. Mayne and other city and 
county officials to collect damages 


by reason of the closing of the West 
Washington street bridge, County 
Commissioners Elder, Conners and 
Woods have filed a petition at court 
in which they ask that the question 
of the court's jurisdiction in the 
case be determined preliminary to 
any further hearing. The commis- 
sioners claim that by statute they, 
with the quarter sessions court and 
the grand jury, are vested with the 
right to exercise their discretion In 
the matter of bridge repairs, and 
that the common pleas court is with- 
out jurisdiction at law or in equity 
to determine matters of this kind.

The She- 
nango Motor company and the Lud- 
wig company are trying to recover 
damages for loss of business. while 
the bridge was closed on orders of 
the mayor.

WARNING ON HIVES 


HARRISBURG,'April 5.—A spe- 
cial warning has been sent but by 
the apiary inspection division of. the 
bureau of plant industry, Pennsyl- 
vania Department of Agriculture, to 
740 beekeepers in Pennsylvania who 
have not complied with the state 
law in keeping their bees in modern, 
movable frame hives. 


State officials explain that a re- 


inspection will be made of these 
apiaries beginning.May 1 and that 
all bees found in illegal hives will 
be destroyed and the full penalty of 
the law invoked.

HARRISBURG, April 5.—A spe­ 
cial warning has been sent out by 
the apiary inspection division of the 
bureau of plant industry, Pennsyl­ 
vania Department of Agriculture, to 
740 beekeepers in Pennsylvania who 
have not complied with the state 
law in keeping their bees in modern, 
movable frame hives. 
State officials explain th at a re­ 
inspection will be made of these 
apiaries beginning May 1 and th at 
all bees found in illegal hives will 
be destroyed and the full penalty of 
the law invoked.

Dr. Green said he would not call 
his seemingly prophetic statements 
either forecasts or predictions, but 
termed them as “plainly indicated 
tendencies”. 
After reviewing the troublesome 
beginning of the public school sys­ 
tem of the state and paying tribute j 
to education’s hero, Thaddeus Ste­ 
vens, Dr. Green traced the various 
changes which marked the system’s 
development. 
It was in 1834 th at 
the present school law was passed 
and came unscarred through a yig- 
orous battle to defeat it in 1835. It 
wras Thaddeus Stevens, who later 
became a congressman, who saved 
it th a t year with an eloquent plea. 
Treating the modern side of it, 
the local school head declared that 
inasmuch as an idle brain is the 
devil’s workshop, the nation must 
provide education and recreation for 
its people with the coming of short­ 
er work days 
and 
more leisure 
hours. 
He said education in the future 
would likely have a greater centrali­ 
zation of authority. 
He discussed 
possible school tax changes.

Ing or- structure, the burning pile 
must not be over six feet in diam- 
eter, a'competent adult person must 
be in charge of said fire, that it shall 
not be lighted .before 7 o'clock in 
the morning and must be extin- 
guished by 7 o'clock in the evening 
of the same day. .When the said fire 
is less than 100 feet distant from 
any building' or structure the adult 
person shall-be provided with gar- 
den' or other hose attached to a 
hydrant' or spigot, otherwise have 
sufficient • pails of water nearby to 
protect adjacent property from fire 
Provision is also made to prevent the 
fire from being lawfully started 
u-hen the wind is blowing with such 
velocity as to carry fire to any build 
ing or structure.

Just as he was alighting from 
the auto OP the left side, he stated 
that he saw a woman pass in front 
of his car and start across the street. 


Saw Woman Hit 


There were cars approaching in 


both directions and he believed that 
he would have time to get across 
the street, so he hurriedly walked 
to the south curb. After reaching it, 
he said he turned to see what had 
become .of the woman, Just in time 
to see her struck by Frutchey's ma- 
chine. 
The driver stopped his car within 


a length and a half, Rowland as- 
serted; and then parked it along 
the curb. He went out and assisted- 
in carrying Mrs. Pattison to the 
sidewalk, jusfc as Dr. W. C. Burch- 
field came out of his off ice. and di- 
rected them to place her on the 
sidewalk, while he made a hurried 
examination.

Department Of Commerce 
Points Out Steady Im­ 
provement In March 


GAINS RECORDED 
IN EMPLOYMENT 


(International News Service) 
WASHINGTON, April 5.—Busi- j 
ness continued to improve during 
March, according to figures issued 
today by the department of com­ 
merce. 
The most significant improvement 
pointed out was the cash income re­ 
ceived by farmers from the sale of 
farm products. This item increased 
nearly 
five 
percent 
during 
the 
month. After allowance for the sea­ 
sonal trend, and was 63 percent 
above the figure of a year ago. 
Increased automobile output was 
seen as an important influence on 
the improved trend in recent weeks. 
In the auto filed the output of Feb­ 
ruary was the highest since May 


1931, while March production has 
been much greater. 
Improvement in the textile indus­ 
try has continued at a lower rate, 
the adjusted index advancing but 
five percent during February. Food 
products, lumber and tobacco, all 
recorded decreases for the month. 
Private employment recorded sub­ 
stantial gains through additions to 
the number of factory workers, but 
there was a small decrease in the 
nonmanufacturing industries. 
For 
factories the rise was six percent 
and that of payrolls, 12 percent. The j 
12 percent payroll gain is the larg -! 
est monthly gain reported for the 
period since data first became avail­ 
able, in 1919. 
While gold receipts were heavy, j 
the outward movement from Europe 
to the United States has declined 
gradually. 
Excess reserves of the 


member banks have continued to 
mount to unprecedented totals, but 
the expansion in member bank loans 
and investments had been confined 
to government security holdings. 
Wholesale prices continued the up­ 
ward trend which began in March 
1933. 
The bureau of labor index. 
73.6 was the highest reported since 
April 1931 when the index stood at 
74.8 for the week of March 17 indi­ 
cate a further slight rise. 
Of the 89 manufacturing indus­ 
tries surveyed 77 reported increased 
employment and 79 reported in­ 
creased payrolls.

WARNING ON HIVES 


HARRISBTJRG, 'April 5.—A spe- 


cial warning has been sent out by 
the apiary inspection division of the 
bureau of plant industry, Pennsyl- 
vania Department of Agriculture, to 
740 beekeepers In Pennsylvania who 
have not complied with the state 
law in keeping their bees in modern, 
movable frame hives. 


State officials explain that a re- 


inspection will be made of these 
apiaries beginning May 1 and that 
all bees found in illegal hives will 
be destroyed and the full penalty of 
the law invoked.

"The Past Century 
of Education in Pennsylvania—What 
of the Next?" was his theme. 


Dr. Green said he would not call 


his seemingly prophetic statements 
either forecasts or predictions, but 
termed them as "plainly indicated 
tendencies". 


After reviewing the troublesome 


beginning of the public school sys- 
tem of the state and paying tribute 
to education's hero, Thaddeus Ste- 
vens, Dr. Green traced the various 
changes which marked the system's 
development. It was in 1834 that 
the present school law was passed 
and came unscarred through a vig- 
orous battle to defeat it in 1835. It 
was Thaddeus Stevens, who later 
became a congressman, who saved 
it that year with an eloquent plea. 


Treating the modern side of it, 


the local school head declared that 
inasmuch as an idle brain is the 
devil's workshop, the nation must 
provide education and recreation for 
its people with the coming of short- 
er work days and 
more leisure 
hours. 


He said education in the future 


would likely have a greater centrali- 
zation of authority. 
He discussed 


possible school tax changes.

What Is Going On 
In Harrisburg— 
And Why

When a man is in one of the best 


fishing localities in Florida, and the 
Gulf Siream about six miles off the 
coast offers not only sallfish, ain- 
berjack, barracuda and dolphin, but 
a lot more game fish of the first 
water, -when all that is true and then 
the wind blows hard enough day 
after day to make fishing impos- 
sible, that is what I call hard luck. 


But I have had better luck at 
other times. I shall never forget the 
seventy-eight inch sailfish that I 
took here at Long Key years ago. It 
was easily the finest fish of the sea- 
son to date. But there was no gold 
button for me. Through ignorance 
1 had used a twenty-four thread line 
and nobody could get a gold button 
for a sailfish caught on line heavier 
than twenty-one. The sailfish is at 
Milford but somebody else is wear- 
ing the button. 


But there will soon be fishing at 
home. J. cannot forget what thous- 
ands of Pennsylvania anglers are 
dreaming of just now, that the trout 
season opens April 16. If you love 
fishing as I do, you know when I 
have said that, I have said a mouth- 
ful. 


Trout 
fishing in 
Pennsylvania 


ought to be better than ever this 
year for our more than a quarter 
of a million fishermen. 
The Fish Commission tells me that 


during 1933 it stocked 678,000 legal 
sized brook trout, 187,000 legal sized 
brown trout, and 147,000 brook troul 
fingerlings. At least 70 per cent ol 
that number went into the streams 
after the 1933 season closed.; Besides 
that, a big spring stocking program 
is now under way, during 
which 


time approximately 
250,000 • legal 


sized brook and brown trout will be 
stocked. 


But merely placing trout in the 


streams does not • guarantee good 
trout fishing. I am thinking espec- 
ially of stream protection and im- 
provement. 
.:.; 


In common with thousands of 


other Pennsylvania fishermen I am 


eager to get a look at the model 
stream improvement project that the 
Commission has worked out on 


Spring Creek in Centre County. 


The Commission selected for this 
project a. section of Spring .Creek 
.hat afforded just ordinary fishing: 
Jut, they tell me, through the build- 
ing of deflector walls, dams,: log 
covers and placing other 
obstruc- 


tions in the streams, they have suc- 
ceeded in doubling the trout carry- 
ng capacity and the food supply for 
;he trout. "Where there had 
been 


long stretches of almost barren riff- 
IBS, there are now deep pools and 
swift narrow currents. 
This experiment 'on Spring Creek, 
I believe, willprove that we can very 
easily change a lot of poor fishing 
streams over 
into 
good 
fishing 
streams. 


From all parts of the State reports 


have come of increasing interest in 
stream improvement.- The C. C. C. 
workers and Boy Scouts • have built 
many dams in trout waters as part 
of their conservation work. This will 
all help to make better trout fish- 
ing.

Hundreds of Pennsylvania fishing 


clubs and thousands of Pennsylvania 
fishermen are also joining enthus- 
iastically in the movement to im- 
prove and conserve our trout fish- 
ing by stream improvement. 


Another thing that makes for good 


fishing 
is 
good 
sportmanship 


astream. That 
involves 
absolute 


obedience to the fish laws. Without 
good sportsmanship we can't have 
good fishing in Pennsylvania. 


The Increasing use of flies instead 


of live bait also will mean better 
fishing. Thousands more undersized 
trout are destroyed each. year 
in 


nve bait fishing than in fly fishing. 
A small fish hooked deeply when it 
has swallowed live bait has little 
chance of recovering from its in- 
juries. But in fly fishing rarely is 
the lure taken deeply. And when 
barbless hooks are used, undersized 
trout can be released 
uninjured 


without even being taken from trie 
water. 


It is very easy to change a barbed 
to a barbless hook! Just take a pair 
of pliers and bend the barb down 
flat. It-makes for better sport and 
it saves undersized fish. 


Pennsylvania fishermen are good 


sportsmen. Their good . sportsman- 
ship is making Pennsylvania a fish- 
erman's paradise.

The Governor 
Says 


What Is Going On 
In Harrisburg— 
And Why 


By GIFFORD P1KCHOT 
Governor of Pennsylvania 


When a man is in one of the best 
fishing localities in Florida, and the 
Gulf Stream about six miles off the 
coast offers not only sailfish, am- 
berjack, barracuda and dolphin, but 
a lot more game fish of the first 
water, when all that is true and then 
the wind blows hard enough day 
after day to make fishing impos­ 
sible, that is what I call hard luck. 
But I have had better 
luck 
at 
other times. I shall never forget the 
seventy-eight inch sailfish that I 
took here at Long Key years ago. It 
was easily the finest fish of the sea­ 
son to date. But there was no gold 
button for me. Through ignorance 
I had used a twenty-four thread line 
and nobody could get a gold button 
for a sailfish caught on line heavier 
ihan twenty-one. The sailfish is at 
Milford but somebody else is wear­ 
ing the button. 
But there will soon be fishing at 
home. I cannot forget what thous­ 
ands of Pennsylvania anglers are 
dreaming of just now, that the trout 
season opens April 16. If you love 
fishing as I do, you know when I 
have said that, I have said a mouth­ 
ful.Trout 
fishing 
in Pennsylvania 
ought to be better than ever this 
vcar for our more than a quarter 
of a million fishermen. 
The Fish Commission tells me that 
during 1933 it stocked 678,000 legal 
sized brook trout, 187.000 legal sized 
brown trout, and 147,000 brook trout 
fingerlings. At least 70 per cent of 
that number wrent into the streams 
after the 1933 season closed. Besides 
that, a big spring stocking program 
is now under way, during 
which 
time approximately 
250,000 
legal 
sized brook and brown trout will be 
stocked 
But merely placing trout in the 
streams does not 
guarantee 
good 
trout fishing. I am thinking espec­ 
ially of stream protection and im­ 
provement. 
In common with 
thousands 
of 
other Pennsylvania fishermen I am 


eager to get a look at the 
model 
stream improvement project that the 
Fish Commission has worked out on 
Spring Creek in Centre County. 
The Commission selected for this 
'project a section of Spring Creek 
i that afforded just ordinary fishing. 
But, they tell me, through the build­ 
ing of deflector walls, dams, 
log 
covers and placing other obstruc­ 
tions in the streams, they have suc­ 
ceeded in doubling the trout carry­ 
ing capacity and the food supply for 
the trout. Where there had 
been 
long stretches of almost barren riff­ 
les, there are now deep pools and 
! swift narrow currents. 
This experiment on Spring Creek, 
I believe, will prove that we can very 
easily change a lot of poor fishing 
streams over 
into 
good 
fishing 
I gtreams. 
i 
From all parts of the State reports 
have come of increasing interest in 
stream improvement. The C. C. C. 
workers and Boy Scouts have built 
many dams in trout waters as part 
of their conservation work. This will 
all help to make better trout fish­ 
ing. 
Hundreds of Pennsylvania fishing 
clubs and thousands of Pennsylvania 
fishermen are also joining enthus- 
: iastically in the movement to im- 
: prove and conserve our trout fish­ 
ing by stream improvement. 
Another thing that makes for good 
i fishing 
is 
g o o d 
sportmanship 
I astream. That 
involves 
absolute 
obedience to the fish law's. Without 
good sportsmanship we can’t have 
good fishing in Pennsylvania. 
The increasing use of flies instead 
of live bait also will mean better 
fishing. Thousands more undersized 
trout are destroyed each year 
in 
Mve bait fishing than in fly fishing. 
A small fish hooked deeply when it 
has swallowed live bait has little 
chance of recovering from its in­ 
juries. But in fly fishing rarely is 
the lure taken deeply. And when 
barbless hooks are used, undersized 
trout can be 
released 
uninjured 
without even being taken from the 
water. 
It is very easy to change a barbed 
to a barbless hook. Just take a pair 
of pliers and bend the barb down 
flat. It makes for better sport and 
it saves undersized fish. 
Pennsylvania fishermen are good 
sportsmen. Their good sportsman­ 
ship is making Pennsylvania a fish­ 
erman’s paradise.

Mr. Rowland stated that he had 
just returned from taking his moth- 
er for a ride, and after parking his 
car east of Winslow avenue, had es- 
corted his mother into the house, 
returning to the machine to lock the 
doors. Just as he was alighting from 
the auto or the left side, he stated 
that he saw a woman pass in front 
of his car and start across the street. 


Saw Woman Hit 


There were curs approaching in 


both directions and he believed that 
he would have time to get across 
the street, so he hurriedly walked 
to the south ci:rb. After reaching it, 
he said he turned to see what had 
become.of the woman, just in time 
to see her struck by Frutchey's ma- 
chine. 


The driver stopped his car within 


a length and a half, Rowland as- 
serted; and then parked it along 
the curb. He went out and assisted- 
in carrying Mrs. Pattison to the 
sidewalk, just as Dr. Vf. C. Burch- 
field came out of his office and di- 
rected them to place her on the 
sidewalk, while he made a hurried 
examination. 


Rowland stated that Mrs. Pattison 


did not seem tc look west on Wash- 
ington street, hi the direction from 
which Frutchey was coming. 


Dr. Burchfield, stated that he was 


in his office when he heard the im- 
pact as Mrs. Pattison was struck 
and the sound of breaking glass. He

WASHINGTON, April 5.—Busi- 


ness continued to improve during 
March, according to figures issued 
today by the department of com- 
merce. 


The most significant improvement 


pointed out was the cash income n:~ 
ceived by farmers from the sale of 
farm products. This item increased 
nearly 
five 
percent 
during the 


month. After allowance for the sea- 
sonal trend, and was 63 percent 
above the figure of a year ago. 


Increased automobile output was 


seen as an important influence on 
the improved trend in recent weeks. 
In trie auto filed the output of Feb- 
ruary was the highest since May 


1931, 
while March production has 
been much greater. 


Improvement in the'textile indus- 
try has continued at a lower rate, 
the adjusted index advancing but 
five percent during February. Food 
products, lumber and tobacco, all 
recorded decreases for the month. 


Private employment recorded sub- 
stantial gains through additions to 
the number of factory workers, but 
there was a small decrease In the 
nonmanufacturing industries. 
For 


factories the rise was six percent 
and that of payrolls, 12 percent. The

est monthly gain reported for the 
period since data first became avail- 
able, in 1019.

When a man is in one of the best 
fishing localities in Florida, and the 
Gulf Stream about six miles off the 
coast offers not only sailfish, am- 
berjack, barracuda arid dolphin, but 
a lot more game fish of the first 
water, when all that is true and then 
the wind blows hard enough day 
after day to make fishing impos- 
sible, that is what I call hard luck. 


But I have had better luck at 


other times. I shall never forget the 
seventy-eight inch sailfish that I 
took here at Long Key years ago.

And when 
barbless hooks are used, undersized 
trout can be released 
uninjured 
without even being taken from the 
water. 
It is very easy to change a barbed 


to a barbless hook. Just take a pair 
of pliers and bend the barb down 
flat. It makes for better sport and 
it saves undersized fish. 
Pennsylvania fishermen are good

LaTollette Would Raise Pro- 


posed Surtaxes All 


Up The Line

WASHINGTON, April 
5.—After 


forcing a $7,000.000 increase in sur- 
taxes, the progressive bloc of the 
senate today renewed its drive for 
sharply - higher Income, inheritance 
and gift taxes to furnish revenue for 
the government's recovery program. 


The 57,000,000 increase came from 


an administration concession, in- 
creasing the surtax rates in the 
brackets from J4.000 to $32,000. This 
served to increase all surtaxes, since 
the lower bracket taxes apply to all 
: incomes in excess of $38,000. 


Senator LaPolleite (B) of Wiscon- 


sin sponsored an amendment, fur- 
ther increasing the proposed sur- 
taxes all the way up the line. The 
committee concession raised 
the 


house's lowest surtax, which starts 
on $4,000 incomes, from four to five 
per cent. LaFollette proposed rais- 
ing this to six per cent. His rising 
scale went as high as 71 per cent on 
incomes in excess of 
$10,000,000 


while the committee's highest rate 
was 59 per cent at the same bracket 


LaFollette also proposed raising 


the normal Income tax rate Irom 
four to six per cent, the wartime 
level. 
Administration leaders ob- 


jected to this increase. 


He proposed higher sales of taxes 


on Inheritances and gifts. First, he 
would reduce the. exemptions from 
$50,000 to $25,000. His Inheritance 
scale would run from one per cent 
on the flrst $35,000 to 60 per cent on 


fortunes in excess of $10,000,000. The 
committee and house maximum was 
50 per cent at the same bracket. 


The LaFollette tax would yield 


S4.411.350 on an inheritance of $10,T 
000,000. The house and committee 
tax would secure $3,466,000 on the 
same inheritance. 


On gift taxes, LaFollette would 


start with three-fourths of one per 
cent on the first $35,000 and rise to 
a maximum of 45 per cent on gilts 
in. excess of $10,000,000. His scale 
would bring in $3,179,412 on a $10,- 
000,000 gift. These rates were con- 
siderably higher than those of the 
bill.' 
- 


A score of other amendments were 


pending, all aimed at the rich.

The $7,000,000 increase came from 
an adm inistration concession, in ­ 
creasing the surtax 
rates 
in 
the 
brackets from $4,000 to $32,000. This 
served to increase all surtaxes, since 
the lower bracket taxes apply to all 
incomes in excess of $38,000. 
Senator LaFollette (R) of W iscon­ 
sin sponsored an am endm ent, fu r­ 
th er increasing the proposed sur­ 
taxes all the way up the line. The 
comm ittee 
concession 
raised 
the 
house’s lowest surtax, which starts 
on $4,000 incomes, from four to five 
per cent. 
LaFollette proposed rais­ 
ing this to six per cent. 
His rising 
scale went as high as 71 per cent on 
incomes in excess 
of $10,000,000. 
while the com m ittee’s highest rate 
was 59 per cent at the same bracket. 
LaFollette also proposed raising 
the norm al income tax rate from 
four to six per cent, the wartim e 
level.

Income Taxes 


Would Raise Pro- 


posed Surtaxes All 


Up The Line

WASHINGTON, April 
5.—After 


forcing a $7,000.000 increase in sur- 
taxes, the progressive bloc of the 
senate today renewed its drive for 
sharply • higher income, inheritance 
and gift taxes to furnish revenue for 
the government's recovery program. 


The $7,000,000 increase came from 


an administration 
concession, in- 


creasing the surtax rates in the 
brackets from $4,000 to $32,000. This 
served to increase all surtaxes, since 
the lower bracket taxes apply to all 
incomes in excess of $38,000. 


Senator LaPollette (R) of Wiscon- 


sin sponsored an amendment, fur- 
ther increasing the proposed sur- 
taxes all the way up the line. The 
committee 
concession raised 
the 


house's lowest surtax, which starts 
on $4,000 incomes, from four to flve 
per cent. LaPollette proposed rais- 
ing this to six per cent. His rising 
scale went as high as 71 per cent oil 
incomes in excess of $10,000,000, 
while the committee's highest rate 
was 59 per cent at the same bracket. 


LaPollette also proposed raising 


the normal Income tax rate from 
lour to six per cent, the wartime 
level. 
Administration leaders ob- 


jected to this increase. 


He proposed higher sales of taxes 


on inheritances and gifts. First, he 
would reduce the. exemptions from 
$50,000 to $25,000. His inheritance 
scale would run from one per cent
